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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

For the 2003-04 school year, Ridge View High School was proud to be named
Carolina First's Palmetto’s Finest high school. We continued to experience growth
in student enrollment. Our strong faculty is the foundation of our instructional
program; we have 25 teachers who have earned National Board Certification and 15
teachers who were pursuing this distinction. Our ninth grade academies (Academy
for Civic Engagement, Academy for Science and Humanities and Academy for
Technology), along with our four schools-within-a-school (Honors, AVID, e School,
and School for the Arts), have been successful in assisting our students in
successful transition from middle to high school. These smaller learning
communities have increased personalization of instruction and improved
communication about student progress.

Ridge View High School received a 2004 Palmetto Gold and Silver Award from the
SC Department of Education. This award reflected the third consecutive year that
we have received an absolute rating of "Excellent" on our annual report card.

Ridge View was recognized with an honorable mention for the Dick and Tunky Riley
Award for School Improvement Councils. We were featured as a Red Carpet
school in the training video and were renewed in our designation as a School of
Promise. Ridge View High was very excited to be home to our first Presidential
Scholar, 1 Presidential Scholar Semifinalist, 21 Palmetto Fellows, 6 National Merit
Finalists, 4 National Merit Commended students, 3 National Achievement Finalists,
and 2 National Achievement Commended students. In 2003-04, we had our first
student with a perfect SAT score in one sitting and our first student with a perfect
ACT score. Our principal was recognized by the Congaree Girl Scouts as a Woman
of Distinction, and our student government and student body continued the tradition
of community service and contributions with a strong Winter Wishes campaign. In
athletics, Ridge View High added a boys’ lacrosse program this year, and our
students earned high honors in several sports. Ridge View High won the AAAA
State Championship in boys’ track and six AAAA Region Championships (girls’
basketball, boys’ baseball, boys’ track, girls’ tennis, girls’ golf, and cheerleading).

Ridge View is proud to be the home of an All American boys’ track star, our first
state individual champion in swimming, the state boys’ track coach of the year, and
the state individual champion in girls’ tennis for the fourth consecutive year.
